THE YEAR IN HISTORY 


On the first Monday in June we looked hopefully toward the 
337th year of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. As part of the published record for the year, we 
turn here to the wider scene of national and world events—the 
important, the pivotal, and the less consequential happenings of 
the year. 

; June days began on an alarming note with a Federal Jury nam- 
ing President Richard M. Nixon as an unindicted co-conspirator 
in the Watergate coverup. 

In Argentina, President Juan Peron died, and his office was 
assumed by his widow, Isabel. 

A Concorde jet flew from Boston to Miami in an unprecedented 
80 minutes. 

President Nixon resigned in a wave of impeachment threats, 
and Gerald Ford was sworn into office. 

French was made the official language of Quebec, Canada. 

_ The conviction of Army Lt. William Calley, the only convic- 
uon related to the 1968 massacre of civilians in Mylai, South 
Vietnam, was overturned as a result of “intense, continuous pred- 
udicial publicity.” 

Courageous, a 12-meter sloop, successfully defended the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup against Australia’s Southern Cross. 

Motorcycle daredevil Evel Knievel fails to rocket across the 
1,600 feet of Idaho's Snake River Canyon. 

The U.S. Air Force SR-71 reconnaissance plane reached speeds 
of 2,000 miles an hour in its New York to London flight, cutting 
nearly three hours off the previous Atlantic crossing record. 

The Oakland A’s became the first team in 21 years to win the 
World Series three years in a row, defeating the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. 

In the Afars region of Ethiopia, scientists found the earliest 
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human fossils, three to four million years old. 

The senate confirmed Nelson Rockefeller as Vice President of 
the United States. 

The U.N. General Assembly officially recognized the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO). 

A 2,200 year old merchant ship, the oldest vessel ever recovered 
from underwater, was found outside the port city of Kyrenia, 
Cyprus.- 

The FBI warned of the possible theft of atomic material from 
nuclear plants which could be used by terrorists for crude atomic 
bombs. 

Soviet cosmonauts and engineers came to the U.S. in prepara- 
tion of joint Apollo-Soyuz space docking. 

U.S. signed an agreement establishing the Commonwealth of 
Northern Mariana Islands. If ratified, this will mark the first 
U.S. territorial acquisition since the purchase of the Virgin 
Islands from Denmark in 1917. 

Americans spent more money for movie-going than ever before. 
Top grossing films were “The Sting” and “The Exorcist.” 

Shah Mohammed Riza Pahlevi announced the end of Iran’s 
two-part system and declared his nation a one-party state. 

Word leaked to the public that the CIA financed and operated a 
$250 million salvage effort in the summer of 1974 to raise a Soviet 
submarine sunk off Hawaii in 1968. Only the forward section was 
recovered. 

North Vietnamese troops continued their sweep down the 
South Vietnam coast capturing Danang and other cities. This 
action gave Communists control of two-thirds of the country. 

Chiang Kai-Shek died, marking the end of the Taiwan leader’s 
anti-communism and dream of regaining the Chinese mainland. 

The world’s population passed the four billion mark. 

The United States named the first marine sanctuary in history: a 
square mile of sea floor off Cape Hatteras where the Civil War 
vessel, the Monitor, lies. 

In commemoration of Henry M. Stanley’s remarkable naviga- 
tion of the river a century ago, British explorers made an expedi- 
tion down the 2,700 mile Congo River, now known as the Zaire 
River. 

Crisis mounted in the nation’s skyrocketing costs of medical 
malpractice insurance.

TUESDAY, 11 June 1974 


The Committee assembled at the new John A. Volpe terminal 
at Logan Airport and boarded a Swissair jet at 2300 hours for 
Moscow.

Shortly after breakfast we landed in Zurich to change planes. 
We then proceeded to Moscow onboard an Aeroflot jet, the Soviet 
Airline, landing briefly in Vienna and arrived in Moscow shortly 
after luncheon. After passport control, currency declaration and 
customs we went on to our hotel—Intourist. Everyone met in the 
Captain’s suite to discuss plans for the next day. 


THURSDAY, 13 June 1974 


The Captain, Lieutenants and Adjutant went to the United 
States Embassy for a briefing. The Paymaster and Travel Agent 
went to Intourist.

In the evening the group went to the Tivoli gardens 
for dinner. 


MONDAY, 17 June 1974 


The Committee met with the local travel agent to discuss 
arrangements, after which we met with the Army Attache and his 
staff at the U.S. Embassy and discussed our plans for the Fall. 
Following luncheon, the Committee went to the Langeline Pavil- 
ion Restaurant where the 337th Anniversary Banquet will be held 
and then to Memorial Park where our parade and wreath laying 
ceremony will take place.

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THE THREE HUNDRED AND THIRTY-SEVENTH 
FALL FIELD DAY TOUR OF DUTY 
MOSCOW—COPENHAGEN—DUBLIN 
October | to October 13, 1974 


TUESDAY, | October 1974 


One hundred and seventy-six Ancients gathered at Logan Air- 
port for a Pan American charter flight to Moscow. Cocktails and 
dinner were served aloft. We landed at Shannon Airport in Ire- 
land for refueling. Genuine Irish coffee was served to fortify the 
members. 


WEDNESDAY, 2 October, 1974 


We arrived at Moscow Airport at 1130 hours. The weather was 
excellent. The Ancients, in parade uniform, smartly fell into form- 
ation beside the plane. We were formerly welcomed to the Soviet 
Union by an official delegation of five officers of the Soviet War 
Veterans Committee headed by Colonel General F. F. Kuznetsov. 
The General expressed a most cordial welcome to the members of 
the company and Captain Marr responded with appropriate 
remarks. 

A delegation from the U.S. Embassy, headed by Colonel Denzil 
L. Pritchard, Senior Army Attache, also welcomed the Company 
to Moscow. 

; The Soviet War Veterans Committee had arranged for simpli- 
fied foreign arrival procedures and we were promptly expedited 


through customs. Waiting buses took the company to the Rossiya 
Hotel which was the world’s largest hotel. 


The Captain and Adjutant, LT Pete Shellenberger were briefed 
by Colonel Pritchard and by LTC Roland Lajoie, Assistant Army 
Attache, on the current state of the plans for our visit. LTC Lajoie 
was assigned by the Embassy as our liason officer and was a 
constant source of advice and wise counsel throughout our tour. 

The balance of the day and evening were spent in leisure or 
sightseeing. Dinner was served at the hotel. 


THURSDAY, 3 October, 1974 


This day was destined to be a full and most memorable one in 
the lives of all Ancients on this Tour of Duty. 
After breakfast at the hotel, the Ancients, in parade uniform, 
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were bussed to the Alexander Gardens, next to the Kremlin. We 
fell into parade formation and marched to the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier. We were joined there by members of the Soviet 
War Veterans Committee, led by General of the Army Paval Ivan- 
ovitch Batov and by members of the Armed Forces of the United 
States, led by Rear Admiral James O. Mayo, Defense Attache, U.S. 
Embassy. 

In a most formal and dignified ceremony, Captain Marr placed 
a large wreath at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier which is 
marked by an eternal flame. The Tomb is at the base of the 
Kremlin Wall and is a sacred monument in the eyes of every loyal 
Soviet citizen. Our Company was honored as well by being partic- 
ipants in a special ceremony which, by Soviet protocol, is nor- 
mally reserved for visiting heads of State. 

After the ceremony, General Batov expressed the deep gratitude 
of the Soviet people for the honors which we showed for their 
fallen hero. Captain Marr accepted his kind remarks on behalf of 
the Company. 

The Ancients regrouped into parade formation and began a 
brief but historic parade. We paraded, with full colors, from the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier across Revolution Square to the 
Metropole Hotel. We were informed that this was the first time 
that any American military men, with the American Flag, had 
ever paraded in the streets of Moscow. 

A puzzled crowd of thousands of Soviet citizens witnessed this 
parade and gave our Company a warm welcome. We were later 
informed that films of our parade were televised throughout the 
Soviet Union. A photograph of our proud color guard was 
printed on the first page of the International Herald Tribune 
which was published in every major capital of the world. 

At the Metropole Hotel, the officers of the Soviet War Veterans 
Committee hosted a luncheon reception for our entire Company. 
After the luncheon, General Batov addressed the Ancients, 
through an interpreter, with these words: 

Esteemed Captain Marr, Esteemed Gentlemen! 

Friends! 

Comrades! 

In the name of the Soviet Committee of the Veterans of War, 
permit me to express to you, the members of the Ancient and 
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Ranking Soviet and American dignitaries escort the Captain, the Colors and the 
Company to the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier.

Your visit to our country is evidence of a further progress and 
improvement of collaboration and growth of the friendly rela- 
tions between the USSR and the USA. We remember the joint 
fighting of our countries in the years of the Second World War, 
and we appreciate that contribution which the American people 
made in the destruction of the worst enemy of mankind—fascism. 

Tand all those who are here present were deeply touched by that 
moving ceremony, which just took place at the Grave of the 
Unknown Soldier, the sacred place to every Soviet man. 

In the name of the Soviet Committee of the Veterans of War, I 
wish to express to you our gratitude for your honoring the 
memory of Soviet soldiers, who were killed during the years of the 
second World War, fighting for freedom and independence of the 
people. 

Allow me to propose a toast to you, Captain Marr, our modest 
souvenirs in the memory of your stay in Moscow. 


The General then presented the Captain with several Soviet 
flags and a miniature samovar which the General said could be 
used for either tea or vodka. Captain Marr, in accepting the small 
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samovar, remarked that he was sure that the samovar was large 
enough to contain all the tea which his men might drink but not 
large enough for their vodka. 

The vodka and the toasts flowed easily and frequently until the 
buses came to return us to our hotel. 

An afternoon of sightseeing was planned in Moscow, the capi- 
tal city of the USSR. The tour was highlighted by visits to Red 
Square, Lenin’s Tomb and Museum, St. Basil’s Cathedral, The 
Bolshoi Theatre and Moscow University which overlooks the 
entire City of Moscow. Many of our members were marveled by 
the beauty and efficiency of the Moscow subway. Travel through- 
out Moscow was unlimited. 

In the evening the Ancients hosted an official reception and 
banquet for dignitaries of the Veterans Committee and our U.S. 
Embassy. (A photographic record of that Banquet follows this 
report.) The Rossiya Hotel had decorated a large banquet hall 
with the best they had to offer. Our Ancients, in mess dress with 
decorations, and all other military personnel, both American and

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Soviet, were resplendent with medals and stars and gold. Strange 
as it seems, the Soviets had more generals in attendance than did 
the Ancients. 

The Soviet television network sent a camera crew and Captain 
Marr and Major General Vahan Vartanian were interviewed fora 
Soviet news broadcast. 

The banquet was a great success with many vodka toasts and 
high spirits. Our U.S. Embassy personnel expressed to Captain 
Marr their amazement and pleasure at the warmth, informality 
and genuine camaraderie which the Soviet military, both active 
and veteran, showed to the Ancients on that occasion. 


FRIDAY, 4 October 1974 


After breakfast, a variety of tours were available to the Com- 
pany. In the morning a tour within the Kremlin walls provided a 
fascinating look into Soviet history. The Cathedrals of the Rus- 
sian Czars, dating back to the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries 
were opened to us. A special private tour was arranged for the 
Ancients to visit inside the Presidium, current headquarters of the 


Toast to Friendship and Peace was accepted by all at this historic banquet. 
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Central Committee of the Communist Party. We also visited the 
Armory Museum which maintained an extensive collection of 
weapons, costumes, carriages and royal regalia dating back to the 
period of the Czars. 

Following luncheon, we visited the Military Museum of World 
War II and the famous panorama of the Napoleonic War with the 
Crossing of Borodins. 

After an early dinner at the hotel the Ancients were provided 
with seats of honor at a performance of the famous Moscow 
Circus. 


SATURDAY, 5 October 1974 


After breakfast we were bused to the Moscow Airport. An unex- 
pected surprise awaited us when General of the Army Batov, with 
his senior staff, personally conducted farewell ceremonies for our 
Company. He presented Captain Marr with an inscribed copy of 
his autobiography detailing his experiences during World War II. 
(General Batov was, on two occasions, decorated with the Red 
Star as “‘Hero of the Soviet Union” which is the highest honor in 
the USSR.) In addition he presented Captain Marr with a special 
medal commemorating the Army he led in major battle in World 
War II. Finally, with a kiss on each cheek, he rendered a salute to 
the Captain and the Company as we boarded an Aeroflot jet des- 
tined for Copenhagen. 


COPENHAGEN, DENMARK 


1300 Hours—We landed at Copenhagen airport. We were met by 
the Honorable Oliver Sandberg, President of the Danish Brothers 
of Defense and by Colonel George McIlwain, Army Attache of the 
U.S. Embassy, Denmark. After a brief welcoming ceremony, we 
were guided through customs and bused to the new and beautiful 
Hotel Scandinavia. 

After checking in, the Company was at leisure for the afternoon. 

In the evening the Sergeants hosted the entire Company for one 
of the finest Sergeants parties in the history of the Ancients. The 
party, which included cocktails and a sumptuous buffet dinner, 
was held at the Nimb Restaurant in the famous Tivoli Gardens. 
The legendary warmth and beauty of the Danish people were 
readily apparent to the Ancients. 
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SUNDAY, 6 October 1974 


A full buffet breakfast was served in the hotel on this and each 
morning. Our Catholic Chaplain BG Laurence Brock celebrated 
Mass in the hotel for all Ancients. In parade uniform, we went by 
bus to the Queen’s Chapel where our Protestant Chaplain Col- 
onel Frank Bauer conducted church services. 

Our most solemn duty followed services as our Company pro- 
ceeded to Denmark’s Memorial Park, the most sacred soil in all 
Denmark. This hallowed sanctuary is the exact place where the 
Nazis executed and buried the Danish freedom fighters during 
World War II. 

We were met at the Memorial Park by His Royal Highness 
Prince Knud and by Oliver Sandberg. The Ancients paraded into 
Memorial Park led by Prince Knud and Captain Marr. Three 
wreaths were solemnly placed at three separate memorials within 
the Park. At the Monument, the Ancients rendered their honors in 
tribute to the bravery of those Danes whose memory will always 
be fresh to the freedom loving people of Denmark. 

During the ceremonies, Captain Marr addressed these words to 
the Company and the dignitaries who joined with us on this 
occasion: 

“It is most fitting that we honor the Danish heroes who have a 
final resting place in this Park. Denmark is not an ordinary coun- 
try and the Danes are not an ordinary people. They are fired by 
the spirit of freedom. This Memorial is eloquent testimony to the 
fearless courage of the Danish people. The supreme sacrifices for 
freedom was paid by those who are buried here. 

This is sanctified land—made sacred by the blood of brave men. 
We are in the midst of the spirits of heroism. 

We pay tribute to that spirit and we pray that their spirit may 
enter into our hearts today.” 

We left Memorial Park and went directly to the House of the 
Danish Brothers of Defense. Our hosts had prepared for us a 
delightful luncheon. Many old friendships were renewed and new 
ones made. We were even entertained by the choral group of 
Defense Brothers who sang several Danish military songs. 

The afternoon was free for shopping and sightseeing. In the 
evening our men utilized a unique dine-a-round system which 
enabled them to choose any one of a dozen fine Copenhagen 
restaurants for their dinner. 
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Chaplain Frank Bauer conducts services in the beautiful Queen’s Chapel on the 
morning of the Anniversary. 


MONDAY, 7 October 1974 


This morning was spent on a tour of the old and beautiful city 
of Copenhagen. Some highlights included the Christiansborg 
Palace, the seat of the Danish Legislature; the Rosenborg Castle, 
built by King Christian IV in the Renaissance style, and now 
houses the crown jewels and valuable collections of Danish kings; 
the Copenhagen harbor which is watched over by the world fam- 
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ous statue of “The Little Mermaid.”’ Our tour ended at the Carls- 
burg Brewery where we sampled their golden brew before, during 
and after a delightful luncheon. 

The afternoon was spent at leisure.

The Official Three Hundred and Thirty Seventh Fall Field Day 
Banquet was held in the evening at the beautiful Langelinie 
Pavillon overlooking Copenhagen harbor. This restaurant was 
one of the most elegant in Copenhagen. It’s decor was further 
enhanced by the miniature flags, Danish and American, which 
the Sergeants had arranged to be placed at each setting. 

The Ancients, in mess dress decorations, were honored by the 
presence of numerous dignitaries from Denmark and from the 
U.S. Embassy as well. His Royal Highness Prince Knud and the 
U.S. Ambassador to Denmark, the Honorable Philip K. Crowe 
graciously greeted each Ancient during the Reception. (A full 
account of this memorable Banquet appears later in this record.) 
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TUESDAY, 8 October 1974 


Another tour this morning took the Ancients to see the Chang- 
ing of the Guard at the Royal Castle which is the winter residence 
of the Royal Family. We then had a fascinating visit to the Danish 
Resistance Museum. 


The entire Company was invited to Copenhagen City Hall 
where a private reception was provided by the Lord Mayor Urban 
Hansen. Refreshments were served after a tour of the imposing 
structure. 

On this occasion, Mayor Hansen addressed our Company: 

“Gentlemen: 

It is a very great pleasure for me again to bid the members of 
The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
a hearty welcome to Copenhagen City Hall. 

Through the years we have had many visitors here in Copen- 
hagen City Hall, but it is nevertheless something of a rare sight to 
see Our guests arriving in a body in such a festive manner, and 
with a band at their head, as in the case today. 

The history of your Company, as the name indicates, is a long 
and honorable one. From the report I have received, I can see how 
great a role the Company has played in the progress of the States 
of North American towards independence, freedom and democ- 
racy. 

We here in Denmark owe a great debt of gratitude to the United 
States for it’s contribution during the last world war—without 
which we would not have been able to meet here today as a free 
community with a democratic government. Not only during the 
war, but also in the post-war period the United States has given us 
invaluable aid, and in NATO we stand together today in a defense 
pact which guarantees our freedom in the future. 

I hope that you may enjoy yourselves during your stay here, 
and that you may have an opportunity to get to know both the old 
and the modern Copenhagen. Things here are not on such a large 
scale as with you, but we have striven to make life as good as 
possible for the citizens of our city. I hope that you will have a 
chance to see for yourselves that this is not only the “Wonderful 
Copenhagen” for tourists, but also a good place to live in and to 
work in. 

And now once again, a very hearty welcome.”

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At the conclusion of his remarks, Mayor Hansen then presented 
each member of the Company with a special Danish Brothers of 
Defense Medal which had been provided for this occasion. 

The afternoon and evening were again free to see the sights of 
Copenhagen. 

Ambassador Philip Crowe invited the Captain and Officers toa 
cocktail reception at his residence. The Ambassador was most 
complimentary in his remarks and praise of the official banquet 
held on the prior evening. He referred to all the Ancients as true 
ambassadors of goodwill who had most successfully strengthened 
the bonds of friendship between the Danes and the Americans. 

His Royal Highness Prince Knud was also in attendance at the 
Ambassador’s Reception. Prince Knud echoed the Ambassador’s 
remarks about the Banquet but pointed out that he had been 
presented with the wrong Revere Bowl! And he brought the 
offending bowl with him to prove it! An embarrassed Captain 
assured Prince Knud that the error would be rectified and it was— 
after a search was conducted to find out who got the Prince’s 
bowl. 


WEDNESDAY, 9 October, 1974 


Our last full day in Denmark was to be a memorable one. 

Dressed in parade uniform, the Ancients boarded buses for a 
tour of the North Sealand which gave us our first opportunity to 
see the countryside of Denmark. Stops along the way included the 
renaissance castle of Frederiksborg which is now the Museum of 
National History. Next we stopped at Kronborg Castle which was 
the setting for Shakespeare’s famous Hamlet. Several tired 
Ancients reported seeing fuzzy images which they reported to be 
ghosts. We continued to Elsinore where we were treated to a 
gourmet smorgasbord luncheon at the famous Marienlyst 
Restaurant. 

The entire Company was invited to pay a call upon Her 
Majesty, Queen Margrethe II at Fredensborg Castle, the summer 
residence of the Danish Royalty. We arrived at the Castle and were 
greeted by the Chief of Court, Count Knuth-Winterfeldt and by 
the Chamberlain and Chief Adjutant to Her Majesty, Colonel G. 
Gruner. The Ancients paraded into the grand reception hall of 
the Castle and formed smartly up to be received by Her Majesty. 

Queen Margrethe entered the hall and most graciously extended 
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a warm welcome to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts. Her cordial reception, spoken in perfect 
English, made a lasting impression on each Ancient. 

When the Queen concluded her remarks, Captain Marr 
responded for the Company with these words: 

“Your Majesty: 

We are the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts. 

I am informed that you have a great interest in history. Permit 
me to briefly describe our historical origins. 

Our Company was chartered in Boston, Massachusetts in the 
year sixteen hundred and thirty eight, only a short time after the 
Pilgrims sailed to America. At that time, the purpose of the Com- 
pany was to provide military training to the officers of the colo- 
nial military bands in their defense against Indian raids. 

Our Company has been continuously active since that time. We 
are the first military organization chartered in the Western Hem- 
isphere and the third oldest chartered in the world. 

Each year our Company participates in a Fall Tour of Duty. 
We are in Denmark today as part of our Three Hundred and 
Thirty Seventh Tour. 

In 1962, our Company made its first visit to Denmark at the 
invitation of the Danish Brothers of Defense. At that time, the 
Officers of the Company were honored to be received by your 
Father, King Frederick the Ninth. All of the men of this Company 
are most priviledged and grateful to be received by your Majesty 
here today. 

The Danes and Americans are people of a kindred spirit. The 
legendary warmth and hospitality of your people has been dis- 
played to us once again in many ways. The bonds of our friend- 
ship have been even more strengthened during our visit. 

On behalf of all the members of our Company, I would like to 
present a token of our deep appreciation to you and to all the 
people of Denmark. 

(At this time, Captain Marr offered the Presentation Cup to Her 
Majesty. He highlighted the three inscription shields and 
indicated that the design of the Cup was unique, being the only 
one of its kind in the world.) 

After the presentation, Queen Margrethe invited the Company 
into a reception room where sherry and refreshments had been 
prepared for the Company. For about one hour, Her Majesty 
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Captain Marr, Officers, Staff and Company formed in royal reception hall of 
Fredensborg Castle, summer residence of Her Majesty Queen Margrethe.

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chatted informally with individual members of the Company ask- 
ing about their impressions of Denmark and their opinions on a 
great many subjects of international interest. Queen Margrethe, 
by her warm and cordial reception, made firm friends with every 
Ancient. 

The Ancients owe a debt of gratitude to the Honorable Oliver 
Sandberg which we shall never be able to fully repay. His untir- 
ing efforts in our behalf were the primary reason for the total 
success of our Tour of Denmark. 

Our final evening in Copenhagen was upon us and the Captain 
entertained all of the Past Commanders on the trip at the tradi- 
tional dinner at a wonderful Copenhagen restaurant. 


THURSDAY 10 October 1974 


The Company was transported to the airport early in the morn- 
ing for a flight to Dublin. Irish airlines provided two aircraft for 
our chartered use. We arrived in Dublin at 9:40 and 9:45 AM. We 
were met at the Dublin Airport by Colonel Fred A. Barringer, 
Senior Army Attache of the U.S. Embassy in Dublin. The Com- 
pany was then transported by coach to the Burlington Hotel 
which is the largest hotel in the City of Dublin. 

The Ancients had the afternoon at leisure for sightseeing and 
shopping in the Dublin area. 

In the evening the Sergeants did an outstanding job hosting a 
cocktail party and dinner in the Burlington Hotel Grand 
Ballroom. 


FRIDAY, 11 October 1974 


This day was devoted primarily to sightseeing in the City of 
Dublin. Ireland’s capital is a city steeped in history, both tragic 
and glorious. While Dublin is a city much older than Boston, 
they apparently had much better city planners because Dublin is a 
city of wide streets, lovely squares and beautiful parks. Highlights 
of the city tour included visits to Trinity College and the famous 
Book of Kells, the National Library, Dublin Castle and St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral. 

After luncheon back at the Burlington Hotel the afternoon was 
spent at leisure or in shopping. 

The Captain, the officers and staff hosted a reception begin- 
ning at 5:30 PM in the Captain’s suite. The guests included the 
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Lord Mayor of Dublin and other city officials. A press reception 
was also held at which about twenty members of the local press 
joined the officers for a press conference regarding the purpose 
and significance of the visit of the Company to Ireland. 

The Captain and the Lord Mayor of Dublin exchanged gifts. 
The Captain presented the Lord Mayor with an engraved Paul 
Revere bow] and with an official flag of the City of Boston which 
was sent to the Lord Mayor with compliments and courtesy of the 
Mayor of Boston, Kevin H. White. The Lord Mayor in turn pres- 
ented Captain Marr with a key to the City of Dublin. 

The gifts which the Ancients had brought with them to present 
to the President of Ireland, Erskine Childers, were on display in 
the Captain’s quarters with the understanding that no mention of 
the gifts would be made in the press until after the presentation 
had been made to the President. The significance of the gifts were 
described to the Irish press. The press were very impressed with 
the sentimentality of the gifts for the President as well as their 
beauty. A great deal of publicity resulted both in the Irish news- 
papers and on the airwaves of Ireland. 

In the evening the entire Company was transported to the new 
Jurys Hotel where a special dinner and floor show was provided 
for the Ancients. The floor show consisted of the very best of Irish 
entertainment and the entire show was immensely enjoyed by the 
entire Company. 


SATURDAY, 12 October 1974 


This final full day was to be at leisure for resting or shopping. 
Many of the Ancients hired cars and toured the beautiful Irish 
countryside. At mid-afternoon, Captain Marr, the officers and 
senior staff, 25 members in all, were invited to call on President 
Erskine Childers at the President’s Residence in Phoenix Park, 
Dublin. 

Upon our arrival at the President’s Residence, we were greeted 
by the United States Ambassador to Ireland, His Excellency John 
D. J. Moore and by the President’s personal assistant. We were 
soon joined by President Erskine Childers. 

President Childers then addressed our delegation and expressed 
his personal welcome to all of us. He had very kind and warm 
words for us both as Americans and as Ancients. He told us that 
he recalled vividly that his father and mother had both spoken 
highly of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts.

THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


Captain Marr thanked the President for his generous and kind 
expression of welcome. Captain Marr then went on to explain 
that the Ancients feel a special kinship for President Childers in 
that his father, Robert Erskine Childers, was a member of the 
Honorable Artillery Company of London who visited Boston in 
1903 as a guest of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
During this visit we know that his father met his Bostonian 
mother, Mary Alden Osgood. History reveals that in 1904 Robert 
Childers returned to Boston and married Mary Osgood at the 
Trinity Church in Copley Square. 

Captain Marr, on behalf of the Company, then presented to 
President Childers special gifts which would have particular sig- 
nificance to the President. The first gift was a watercolor painting 
of Faneuil Hall where it is believed that his parents first met in 
October 1903. The second gift was a watercolor of Trinity 
Church, by the same Irish artist, Mr. Jim Hooley. It is known that 
the President’s parents were wed in Trinity Church in December 
of 1904. Thirdly, the Captain presented a commemorative plate 
which honored his father’s first visit to Boston in 1903 and finally 
the Captain decorated President Childers with an Ancient’s rib- 
bon and medallion signifying honorary membership in the 
Company. 

President Childers was very moved emotionally by the succes- 
sive gifts presented to him relating to his parents and their con- 
nection with the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Ina 
very emotional voice President Childers again addressed the 
members of the Company and renewed even more warmly his 
welcome to all of us both to Ireland and to his residence. Presi- 
dent Childers then proceeded to greet each member of the delega- 
ion personally. Having done so he then invited all of us out into 
his garden where he took pride in chatting with us and showing 
us the highlights of the presidential Residence. 

Upon leaving the President’s Residence the entire delegation 
went directly to the American Ambassador’s Residence where we 
were honored by a private reception by our United States Ambas- 
sador, the Honorable John D. J. Moore and his charming wife. 
Ambassador Moore indicated to Captain Marr that he had never 
seen President Childers as happy as he seemed to be during our 
visit at the Presidential Residence. The Ambassador also gener- 
ously suggested that we had created more good feeling in Presi- 
dent Childers toward Americans during 30 minutes than he had 
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been able to achieve since his arrival in Dublin some years pre- 
vious. Perhaps this is why Ambassador Moore is such a good and 
diplomatic Ambassador. 

At the American Ambassador’s Residence, Ambassador Moore 
and his wife hosted a lovely reception and cocktail party for the 
Ancients in the delegation. During the reception Captain Marr 
presented a flag of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and an 
engraved silver Paul Revere bowl to the Ambassador and Mrs. 
Moore. 

The Captain also took this opportunity to present Colonel Fred 
A. Barringer, Defense Attache, with a gift. This gift was a set of 
six sterling silver cordial glasses produced by Towle Silversmiths. 

On this final evening in Ireland the Company had dinner at the 
Hotel Burlington. During dinner the Captain was able to express 
the thanks of the Company to Mr. Aidan Doyle, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Hotel Burlington and to Ms. Irene Reilly, Public Rela- 
tions Director for the Hotel and the person most responsible for 
arranging the press conference and reception.

Our chaplains, General Brock and Colonel Bauer, conducted 
church services in the hotel this morning for the convenience of 
the members. After services and breakfast the members were at 
leisure until the busses arrived to transport the Company to Dub- 
lin Airport for a 3:00 PM Pan American flight to Boston. 

When the plane touched down at Logan Airport, Boston the 
337th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty came to an end. Most of the 
members who participated in that Tour felt that it was the most 
varied, historic and interesting Tour that the Company had ever 
taken.

The City of Boston. 
To the City of Boston, rich in tradition; cultural, educa- 
tional and technological center of the United States. 
Respectful of the past, visionary of the future. Home of our 
Grand Old Company. Gentlemen, I give you the City of 
Boston. 


Captain Marr: 
Gentlemen, to respond to the toast to the City of Boston 


may I present our member and friend, Colonel Timothy 
O'Leary. 


Colonel O’Leary: 
Your Royal Highness, Captain Commanding, my com- 
rades and friends. Let me just say that I am very proud to be 
representing the grand old City of Boston tonight as Mayor 


White was unable to come on this trip. But I do bring to you 
his personal greetings. 


Captain Marr: 


Thank you Colonel O’Leary. Gentlemen, may I direct your 


attention once more to Lieutenant Shellenberger, our 
Adjutant.

Gentlemen, I propose the sixth regular toast to the Danish 
Brothers of Defense, defenders of their homeland, guardians 
of liberty, resisters of tyranny.

I remember the 
first time you were here I had very bad difficulties to speak 
English and think American, and the basis for this evening 
was made at your visit 12 years ago, which was a very great 
success. I hope you understand why you are here today. 

You have been to many foreign countries, and you come 
here after Moscow, a very big difference. 

I feel that there must be an agreement, a gentlemen’s 
agreement, a comrade’s agreement between our two Compan- 
ies although yours is much older than ours, who is only 120 
years old, but all of us in the Danish Defense Brothers live in 
accordance with the same principles as you. We are willing to 
fight for what we believe in, in or outside Denmark. You 
know where and why we fight, and all the members, of whom 
we count 35 to 40 thousand have the same ideal that it is nec- 
essary to defend our country, and we are very happy that you 
will defend her with us. I hope you still remember that there 
are only 15 minutes from the East border over there to us. 

Iam very happy to be your host tonight, and I know that 
this evening will be my last but best memory. I have been the 
President of the Brothers of Defense for 25 years, and I am 
pleased to leave my office to a man like Ostergaard, ex- 
Minister of Defense, because I know he will do the job well, 
and I hope that the fight for freedom will continue. Thank 
you for coming to our small country, it is a compliment to 
Denmark. 

Therefore, Captain Marr, we should like to give you a 
present from the Danish Defense Brothers. It is Danish 
handwork (silver vase), and we hope that you will keep it 
carefully together with the one we gave you last time. I hope 
that our organization in Denmark as yours in Boston will 
still be in life and go in front of everything working for 
freedom in the USA. Thank you. 
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Captain Marr: 


Thank you Oliver. As always, your warm words are most 
welcome by all of us. I assure you that this lovely gift which is 
such delicate Danish artistry and which expresses the love 
and friendship of the Danish people will always be kept well 
in our museum in Boston. Gentlemen, for the final time may 
I direct your attention to the Adjutant. 


The Adjutant: 


Gentlemen, the seventh regular toast I give you the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


Captain Marr: 


Your Royal Highness, Oliver, Ambassador Crowe, Members 
of the Danish Brothers of Defense, Distinguished Guests, 
Comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

The honor of responding to the toast to the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company at the annual Fall Field Day 
Banquet comes to a man only once in his lifetime. Tonight 
that rare honor is mine and I treasure it. 

Since 1638 the Ancients have experienced countless proud 
moments. The Company has been distinguished by tens of 
thousands of great Americans including four Presidents of 
the United States. The Company has visited dozens of the 
major capitals of the world—nineteen different countries in 
only the past ten years. 

I submit that we have never visited a country where we have 
been more warmly received and more welcome than right 
here in Denmark. (Applause) 

It is self evident here tonight that the Danish people exude 
a genuine warmth and friendship toward my comrades and 
our country that is unsurpassed in all the world. 

The Danes and Americans are people of a kindred spirit. 
On the sacred ground of Memorial Park yesterday I men- 
tioned that Denmark is the oldest free Republic in the world. 
Their love of freedom is not restricted to themselves; the 
Danes celebrate our freedom with an annual spirited celebra- 
tion on the 4th of July; Denmark and the United States are 
two original signatories of the United Nations Charter; 
Denmark since 1949, has been a member of NATO; Denmark, 
like the U.S. has enriched the world by sharing its scientific 
and technological advances. 
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The freedom loving spirit of the Danes is embodied in our 
hosts—the Danish Brothers of Defense. From April of 1940 to 
May of 1945, Denmark was occupied by the oppression of 
Nazi Germany. The Danish Brothers of Defense constantly 
risked their lives during that occupation to restore freedom 
once again. Thousand of brave and courageous men and 
women paid the supreme sacrifice. The Danes have earned 
their freedom with their blood and it is therefore precious and 
dear to them as it is to us. 

In other lands and other times, other men have fought 
oppression only to have established a new oppression under 
another name. The legacy of the Brothers of Defense is a free 
country in which the very air breathes free and fresh and 
clean. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is deeply 
grateful and very proud to be here in Copenhagen once again 
and to renew our bonds of friendship and brotherhood with 
the Danish people. Thank you. (Standing ovation) 


Captain Marr: 


Just before this 337th Tour Banquet becomes a page in our 
past history, I have one more pleasant task to perform. With 
the assistance of my very capable Aide, LT J. Barry Driscoll, I 
would like to present a few tokens of our appreciation to 
those who have done so much in making this trip a memora- 
ble one for all of us. 

Prince Knud, I would be pleased if you would accept this 
sterling silver Paul Revere Bowl, suitably engraved, as a 
memento of our visit to Denmark. (Presentation and 
applause). 

A friend who has visited us with Captain Kingston in Bos- 
ton in 1963. A friend who traveled with Prince Knud to Bos- 
ton and who was a great help to us then and also to us again 
this year, Count Winterfeldt, please accept this token of our 
appreciation to you. (Captain Marr presented the Count with 
a sterling silver Paul Revere Bowl) (Applause) 

Mr. Ambassador. The Ancients are deeply in your debt for 
the enormous cooperation which you and your entire staff 
have shown to our Company on this occasion of our visit to 
Denmark. We would be very pleased if you would accept this 
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silver bowl with the Ancients Medallion mounted on the face 
of it as a reminder of the occasion that we celebrate here 
tonight. (Presentation and applause) 

To Colonel McIlwain and Captain Schwartz, Army and 
Navy Attaches respectively of the U.S. Embassy of Denmark, 
the Ancients are most grateful to both of you for your guid- 
ance and your assistance during these past many months in 
planning for this tour of duty. Would each of you please 
accept as a memento of our gratitude, a set of six sterling 
silver cordial glasses to remind you of our visit. (Presenta- 
tions and applause) 

And now Comrades and Friends, I would like to conclude 
our Annual Banquet with a symbolic gift for Oliver Sandberg. 
May I say that without Oliver Sandberg’s cooperation, none 
of us would be sitting here this evening. He has been the 
spirit and guiding force of this entire trip and we are forever 
in his debt. Oliver, I know that this performance here tonight 
was your final performance after 25 years as president of the 
Danish Brothers of Defense. As your last official act I would 
like you to do one thing. Would you please take off your 
coat!! (A surprised Oliver Sandberg stood and removed his 
jacket which was immediately replaced with a blazer of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company which had been 

specially fitted for him in advance) 


Captain Marr: 


Oliver you look very well in an Ancients blazer and I would 
also like to make you look even more like an Ancient and 
would ask you to wear this special medallion of our 
Company. 

(Captain Marr then draped an Ancient’s medallion and 
ribbon around the neck of Oliver Sandberg) 


Captain Marr: 


Oliver, it is most fitting that you wear the blazer and the 
medal of the Ancients. You are in fact as much an Ancient as 
any of us here in this room. You treasure and uphold the 
Ancient traditions even more so than many of our own 
members. We are proud to officially then have you as an 
Honorary Member of our Company. I am also happy to 
report to you that I have a case of scotch whiskey with your 
name on it which I will arrange to have placed in your auto- 
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mobile. And finally when it comes to Paul Revere silver 
bowls you are not to be forgotten because I also have here a 
special engraved silver bowl for you upon which has been 
mounted the Ancients seal. I know that you will keep this asa 
treasured memento of our visit to Copenhagen. Comrade, on 
behalf of all Ancients we thank you most sincerely for every- 
thing which you have done for us in the name of friendship. 
(With that the entire Company of Ancients stood and gave 
a prolonged standing ovation to Comrade Oliver Sandberg) 


Oliver Sandberg: 

My friends, my friends. Words do not come to me to express 
to you my feeling of friendship and gratitude to all of you. 
My friends, thank you from the bottom of my heart. 

And now our dear Prince Knud who has been with us all 
day and all evening, is tired and wants to leave. In accordance

REMARKS OF ROBERT L. MARR 
CAPTAIN COMMANDING 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS: Your Excellency, Governor Du- 
kakis, Lieutenant Governor O’Neill, Reverend Clergy, distin- 
guished guests at the Head Table, Comrades and friends. 

Somehow, Washington’s Birthday this year seems to have 
resumed some of the ancient characteristics and traditions which 
have so long marked this great day for the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts—and, I might add, for the 
Commonwealth, itself. Once again, the Golden Grasshopper 
adorns our cupola; once again, the Governor of the Common- 
wealth has received ourselves and our fellow-citizens in the Hall 
of Flags; once again, the Governor of the Commonwealth and 
Lieutenant Governor have graced our traditional Reception to 
His Excellency in the hallowed precincts of this historic edifice. 

The Ancients, established shortly after the settlement of the Bay 
Colony itself, far predating the foundation of the Republic and 
the Commonwealth, oldest military organization in the Western 
Hemisphere, our Company takes a very special pride in its par- 
ticular relevance and association with our Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief—and we were particularly proud to have taken 
such a very active part in your Inaugural Ceremonies, Your 
Excellency—just as we appreciate your presence here today. You 
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are one of us by reason of your office—as indeed have been all of 
the Governors, both Royal and Constitutional, since our founda- 
tion, as well as four Presidents of the United States and more 
distinguished citizens than I would take the time to name. But, 
more than that, you are one of us because of the very special 
interest, involvement and participation which you have demon- 
strated in these short weeks since your assumption of office as the 
Chief Supreme Magistrate of our Commonwealth, as our Consti- 
tution describes you. 

You will find us a diverse Company in many ways—of all ages, 
from every walk of life, of all military ranks from the ordinary to 
the very highest; yet you will find us monolithic in our position 
of simple fidelity and loyalty to our State and our Nation and to 
the principles which have guided us into this, the thirty-seventh 
year of our Fourth Century of Service. 

The Company has always had a long waiting list for member- 
ship. As a matter of fact, only the rigors of our Annual Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty—plus the long four flights of stairs here to the 
Armory—serve to provide us with any reliable source of vacancies 
for new members. 

We are dedicated to preserving the time-honored traditions of 
Infantry and Artillery Service. On this day it is appropriate to 
recall a recorded dialogue between General George Washington 
and his aide, Major General Ben Lincoln. 

General Washington asked General Lincoln, ‘(Do you know 
such an institution as the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company?” 

“I do,” said General Lincoln. 

“Well, what kind of a concern is it?” asked General Washington. 

“T can only say,” said Lincoln, smoothing his plume with his 
hand, “that I have the honor of being a private in the Corps.” 

“What?” said Washington, “you a private in that Company? 
Lincoln, surely you joke.” 

“No, General,” said Lincoln, holding out his waving plume, 
“T claim the honor of being a private in the Ancient and Honora- 
ble Artillery Company and pride myself upon it being the bright- 
est feather in my cap.” (Not a private long—Captain Com- 
manding in 1788—Major General Ben Lincoln.) 

Yes, the Company is Ancient—known not only to General 
Washington, but to LaFayette, to Lords North and Cornwallis 
and to King George the Third. Ancients have fought from the 
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forests of Stockbridge to the Plains of Abraham, to Lexington and 
Concord, to Shiloh and Gettysburg, to San Juan and Belleau 
Woods, to Normandy and Guadalcanal, to Korea and Vietnam. 
Their honors and their memories repose here in this sacred 
Armory. 

Their lives and their sacrifices bespeak what General George 
Washington said: ‘‘Neither Freedom nor this Republic will sur- 
vive unless every Free Man stands ready to serve—by his labor, 
with his property, with his sword and, if need be, with his very 
Life.” George Washington said that in 1783. It is, my friends, 
exactly as true in 1975. And that, Your Excellency, is what the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is all about.

PREFACE 
A MOMENT IN OUR TIME 
by LTC JAMES A. LYNCH, JR., CHAIRMAN 
SECOND LIEUTENANT 


The annual re-enactment of the famous ride of Paul Revere on 
April 19th took on particular significance this year in that it was 
the 200th Anniversary of that most historic event. 

The initial planning began back in 1972 to make this a mem- 
orable occasion. 

At that time, it was noted that each city along the route of this 
famous ride would plan huge activities. If Boston, ‘Where it all 
began”, could expand its parade, it would contribute greatly to 
the opening of the Bicentennial Celebration. 

Several members of the Company met with city officials to 
obtain permission to expand the parade and the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company was given the responsibility of 
conducting this event as it did in 1875. Captain Robert L. Marr, 
who would be Captain Commanding on 19 April 1975, imme- 
diately appointed MG Vahan Vartanian as Chief Marshal and his 
Second Lieutenant, James A. Lynch, Jr., was appointed Coordi- 
nator. General Vartanian appointed Members of his Staff to the 
various duties pertaining to the proper operation of a parade. 
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A study was accomplished as to the available units to be invited 
to participate and invitations were sent to all those units. Units, 
as far away as Michigan, responded with interest. Most of the 
Thirteen Original Colonies had representation. 

Many hours went into the planning with the individuals 
appointed: COL Joseph Saladino, overall planning; MAJ Wil- 
liam Gormley, orders and records; MAJ Charles Perenick, histori- 
cal background; CPT Salvatore Cerrone, protocol. These officers 
brought the whole idea to fruition. The coordination with Bos- 
ton 200 and city officials made it a day to be remembered by all. 
Massachusetts Headquarters was given the overall responsibility 
of coordinating the day of the Parade. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company joined in the 
Flag Raising Ceremony in City Hall Plaza and decorated the 
graves of Paul Revere and William Dawes. Members of the Com- 
pany then returned to the Prudential Center for the start of the 
Parade. 

Adjutant’s Call was sounded at exactly 1030 hours, 19 April 
1975. The 5700 people from all units, from many states, of all 
types and compositions began to march—well-executed military 
units, Minutemen, Centennial Legion Units, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, veterans’ organizations, high school and military bands— 
all joined in the patriotic display. 

The Mayor’s reviewing stand was filled with dignitaries. The 
Military accompanying the Chief Marshal on his reviewing sta- 
tion was numerous—the Commanding General of the First 
Army, LTG Kalergis, MG George Patton, Jr. and Adjutant Gen- 
erals from many states. 

It was a parade that spilled into City Hall Plaza where thou- 
sands of viewers enjoyed the music and marching bands. 

Immediately following the parade, a reception was held in the 
Gallery of the City Hall for visiting dignitaries and hosted by 
General Vartanian. Gratitude was extended to all who parti- 
cipated. 

It should be noted that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company participated in four parades: Boston, Concord, Cam- 
bridge and Lexington. 

This is a tribute to its involvement in historic tradition. For 
those who joined in, it was a moment in our time.

A religious service in the traditional Colonial manner took 
place on Sunday, 4 August 1974, after which many Militia units 
paraded. The weekend was concluded with a Fife and Drum 
competition.

SERMON 


NO GREATER LOVE HAS ANY MAN, 
THAN TO LAY DOWN HIS LIFE FOR HIS COUNTRY 


THE CATHEDRAL CHURCH OF SAINT PAUL 
2 JUNE 1975 


On this the 337th Anniversary of the granting of the charter of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
and the 200th, or Bicentennial anniversary of the Founding of our 
beloved country, the United States of America, it is an honor and 
privilege to deliver the anniversary sermon on this august 
occasion. 

On 19 April 1775 at Concord and Lexington, the first conflict 
occurred between the mother country, England, and her Colonies 
in America, especially New England. This confrontation between 
the British regulars and the American patriots was the prelude to 
the birth of a new nation. The shot heard round the world rever- 
berated throughout the British Empire and it enkindled in the 
hearts of all Americans, especially the first patriots in the thirteen 
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colonies, an unflinching love for Liberty and Justice, revitalized 
their social, political and religious life throughout America—and 
gave them the determination to allow all men to serve God and 
country, according to their conscience. 

Hardly had the rifles cooled at Concord and Lexington than 
the battle of Bunker Hill erupted on 17 June 1775 at Charlestown, 
which in those days was a peninsular across from Old Boston, 
north of the Charles River. Charlestown was about a mile long 
and 3/4 of a mile wide. The town itself was settled on the south- 
west corner. It was bounded on its west side by the Charles River, as 
it is today, and on its east by the Mystic River, with most of its 
eastern slope being pastures and swamps. It had three hills, the 
largest Bunker Hill, close to its northern isthmus or neck (Sulli- 
van Square today). It reached to a height of 110 feet. Connected to 
it was Breed’s Hill about 80 feet high and then Moulton Hill 
about 35 feet high with a gentle slope to the Boston waterfront. It 
seems most appropriate to review here, in some detail, the Battle 
of Bunker Hill and the dedication of its monument—due to the 
fact that it was the first formal battle of the revolution and the 
supreme sacrifices of so many of our patriots made it the most 
inspiring of the war. 

On 16 June 1775 thousands of enthusiastic patriots answered 
the first call to fortify Bunker Hill and defend it against the Brit- 
ish until relieved. The Command Post was on Cambridge Com- 
mon and here the Reverend Dr. Langdon, President of Harvard 
College, invoked the blessings of Almighty God on each of the 
patriots and their mission. Three regiments gathered under the 
commands of Frye, Bridge and William Prescott, who was given 
the overall command. These contingents immediately set out for 
Charlestown and just before reaching their destination they were 
reinforced by Colonel Samuel Gridley with his artillery and 200 
Connecticut patriots of the Putnam Regiment, under the com- 
mand of Captain Knowlton. 

Orders had been given to fortify Bunker Hill but when they 
reached Charlestown they decided the best place to fortify was the 
middle hill or Breed’s Hill. Here they built under the direction of 
Colonel Gridley, who was also an engineer, a rectangular 
redoubt, 135 feet long; one end facing the isthmus or Charlestown 
neck and the other facing the Boston waterfront and Charles 
River, across from the Old Town of Boston. A second or minor 
fortification they built on Bunker Hill as a cover and protection 
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in case they were forced to retreat back into Cambridge. Addi- 
tional reinforcements came; the New Hampshire patriots of 
Colonel John Stark, who joined Captain Knowlton on the eastern 
flank of the fortifications. A point of interest here is the fact that 
in 1959 the Orator of the Day at Bunker Hill ceremonies was 
Major General Tulley of the United States Corps of Engineers 
who, in addition to his eulogy, also laid a tablet here in honor of 
Major General Samuel Gridley. Bunker Hill is considered to be 
the birthplace of the United States Corps of Engineers. Its first 
Commander-In-Chief was none other than the same Major Gen- 
eral Samuel Gridley. 

At noon, the British troops began to cross from Boston to 
Charlestown and about 3:00 P.M. began their assault. General 
Howe advanced on the left flank to within 50 feet of the fortifica- 
tions before he heard the command “‘Fire”’ and his front two lines 
were riddled with dead and wounded. General Howe retreated 
and reformed his command; once more they approached to 
within 50 feet before the command “Fire” was heard and once 
more the British redcoats were cut to pieces, and again had to 
retreat over their dead, maimed and wounded out of range of 
firing. General Pigot on the frontal attack met with no more 
success. His two attacks left the hill covered with blood, the dead 
and wounded. Finally General Howe led a combined frontal attack 
with his forces and those of General Pigot. The patriots, out of 
powder and ammunition, were ordered to retreat by Prescott. 
They fought their way back to the isthmus, beyond which the 
redcoats dared not go. It was a pyrrhic victory for the British; they 
won the battle, but lost the war. 

The number of troops in the battle was extremely large, 
General Pigot had 28 companies of light infantry, the Grenadier, 
the 38th, 43rd and 47th regiments and Ist Marines. General Howe 
on the left flank had 37 companies of light infantry, the Grena- 
diers, the 5th, 23rd and 52nd regiments. The casualties at Bunker 
Hill were heavy. The American patriots had 115 killed, 305 
wounded or maimed and 80 captured. A total of 450 men. 

The British casualties were 226 killed and 828 wounded, a total 
of 1,054 men. Later historians claimed the total was closer to 1,500 
men. In fact, they estimated that Howe suffered about 80% casual- 
ties. Finally, Henry Knox, with the cannon captured at Fort 
Ticonderoga and brought to Boston, fortified Dorchester Heights 
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and forced the British and their fleet to abandon Boston and 
evacuate the town on 17 March 1776. (Will Rogers said, “The 
Irish celebrate this victory on March 17th as Saint Patrick’s Day’’.) 

So 115 patriots offered the supreme sacrifice in this one battle— 
what greater love has any man, than to lay down his life for his 
country. 

On 17 June 1825, the cornerstone of Bunker Hill Monument 
was laid. Daniel Webster was the orator for the occasion. The first 
railroad in the United States was constructed and completed at 
Quincy to haul granite from Quincy to Charlestown for the 
Bunker Hill Monument. Woes beset the monument. However, it 
was completed due to the generosity of Amos Lawrence, the son 
of Major Samuel Lawrence, who had fought at Bunker Hill and 
Juda Toura of New Orleans, a very successful merchant of Jewish 
ancestry, his father being the former Rabbi of the Hebrew Syn- 
agogue of Newport, Rhode Island. Each gave $10,000 and the 
people of Boston donated $30,000 to complete this memorial to 
the sacrifices, sufferings and death of so many patriots. 

On 17 June 1843—68 years after the famous battle, the monu- 
ment was completed and dedicated. Present were the President of 
the United States of America, William McKinley and 100 veterans 
of the revolutionary war, eleven of whom had fought at Bunker 
Hill. The orator at this dedication was none other than Daniel 
Webster who now gave his second Eulogy. Webster said, ‘This 
monument is a plain shaft, it bears no inscription fronting to the 
rising sun, from which the future Antiquarian shall wipe the 
dust, nor does the rising sun cause tones of music to issue from its 
summit; today it speaks to us; its future auditors, will be succes- 
sive generations of men, as they rise up before it and gather round 
it. Its speech will be of Patriotism and Courage, of civil and 
religious liberty, of free government of the improvement and ele- 
vation of mankind, and of the immortal memory of those who, 
with heroic devotion, have sacrificed their lives for our country.” 
I feel sure that as Webster stood looking at this magnificent mon- 
ument he must have been thinking not only of its natural beauty, 
and of those in whose honor it was erected, but especially, for 
those of future generations and wars, who would make the 
supreme sacrifice of their lives, for love of God and our beloved 
country; well did he say, “She needs no encomium, there she 
stands’’. 
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Let us not forget that Concord, Lexington and Bunker Hill 
were merely the beginnings of the fight for freedom, the 
bloodshed, the agony of losing those dear and close to these early 
patriots, husbands and sons, were all part of the birth of a new 
Nation. Many a struggle and much hard labor stood between 
these heroes and the comfort and happiness of peaceful homes 
and the raising of families. It would be many a day of fighting, 
bloodshed and deprivation before they would hear the clarion call 
of final and absolute victory. When General Charles Cornwallis, 
at Yorktown in 1781, would hand over his sword to Major 
General Benjamin Lincoln, who, by the way, was a member of 
our distinguished Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. It is with much pride, that we “the Ancients” 
number among our past and present members those whose fore- 
bears bore arms in the early days of the revolution at Concord, 
Lexington, Bunker Hill, Valley Forge and Yorktown. Many of 
our members laid down their lives on the altar of sacrifice for God 
and country. 

Independence from the Mother country, now was ours, total 
independence. The Continental Congress at Philadelphia, with 
the approval of the thirteen colonies, formulated and gave birth 
to the “Declaration of Independence” on 4 July 1776 and then to 
the Constitution and Bill of Rights in 1787. 

The preamble of the Declaration of Independence reads, 
“When in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for 
one People to dissolve the Political Bands which have connected 
them with another, and to assume among the Powers of the 
Earth, the separate and equal Station to which the Laws of 
Nature and of Nature’s God entitled them, a decent Respect to the 
Opinions of Mankind requires that they should declare the causes 
which impel them to the Separation. We hold these Truths to be 
self-evident, that all Men are created equal, that they are endowed 
by their Creator with certain unalienable Rights, that among 
these are Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of Happiness.”’ 

So these early patriots despite the clouds of war just over the 
horizon, foresaw a republic, land with equality for all in social, 
political and religious life, A GOVERNMENT OF THE PEO- 
PLE, BY THE PEOPLE AND FOR THE PEOPLE anda prom- 
ise to all, to worship God according to the dictates of one’s con- 
science. Thus, stood forth a challenge, not only to the early patri- 
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ots, but to each one of us. How unsullied have we kept these 
ideals through the past two centuries? 

President Ford partially answered this question at the Old 
North Church when he said, ‘“‘As we launch the Bicentennial 
celebration, we Americans must remind ourselves of the Eternal 
Truths by which we live. The American dream is not dead—it 
simply has yet to be fulfilled.” 

Then the great, great, great grandsons of the Sexton who first 
lighted the lanterns of the Old North Church 200 years ago (“One 
if by land and two if by sea” as Longfellow narrated in his his- 
toric poem) lighted the two lanterns in the steeple, honoring our 
heroic dead not only in the revolution but in all wars, past and to 
come. Then President Ford lighted a third lantern. The vicar of 
the Old North Church explains, a new signal, a new light that 
will call America and all of us to renewed lanterns clearly seen on 
the Charlestown shore. The President said on the following day 
(19 April 1975) that our country has been blessed in singular 
fashion. The United States in these two centuries has become a 
world power. From a new nation, with few ships, American sea 
power now ranges to the most distant shores. From a militia, he 
said, of raw recruits, the American military stands on the front 
lines of the Free World. Our planes and Air Force; are the finest in 
the world and, pray to God, they will continue to excel others. Do 
not forget that America, the United States all by itself, has landed 
men on the moon and brought them safely home. Do not forget 
that America discovered and developed atomic power. We sin- 
cerely pray that the third century will see our country stronger, 
more united in those unalienable rights that the Almighty has 
given us—LIFE, LIBERTY AND THE PURSUIT OF HAPPI- 
NESS AND THE FREEDOM OF RELIGION TO SERVE GOD 
ACCORDING TO OUR CONSCIENCE. 

We pray also, that in honoring our dead who have made the 
supreme sacrifice essentially for promoting the peace and broth- 
erly love of all mankind and only in dire necessity in the time of 
war. 

No greater love has any man, than to lay down his life for his 
country. We desire to engrave the names of all who have made the 
supreme sacrifice and their deeds, not on the shifting sands of 

time, but on chiseled marble, on all the altars of our country 
where they will be remembered and honored till the end of time.

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Let me say at the outset that I want to share with you one thing 
that happened in the Philadelphia area today and that is the 
Philadelphia Inquirer apparently sent a reporter up here to Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts who returned to write a story in the Philadel- 
phia newspaper saying that Massachusetts and Boston were doing 
such a great job in the bicentennial and that we were putting 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania to shame. Let me say that to begin
